WASHINGTON, July 13.—Dr. 
Victor A. Aimone, medical officer 
of the Mount Alto Veterans’ Hos- 
pital, was shot through the heart 
and instantly killec today by Frank 
Castell, former patient in the 
psychopathic ward. 

Castell fired the shot apparently 
without warning after entering the 
physician’s office at the hospital 
He had been awaiting the arrival 
of another physician in an adjoin- 
ing hallway. Orderlies seized Cas- 
tell, but he offered no resistance. 
He refused to give a reason for 
the shooting, or answer questions 
by police. 

Dr. Aimone, 45 years old, was a 
native of New York City. He 
served as an army captain before 
joining the public health service in 
1920. Since 1927 he had been in 
charge at Mount Alto Hospital.

Caulfield an- 
nounced yesterday that he would 
not commute White’s death sen- 
tence nor grant him a reprieve. 
The death watch, divided into 
eight-hour periods for three groups 
of Deputy Sheriffs each, was be- 
gun when the two prisoners were 
turned over to Sheriff Strodtman 
by Frank Primavesi, warden of the 


Meadows was taken from his cell 
on the third floor of the jail and 
White from the fifth floor to a 
barred room on the top floor. 
There they may talk or read or 
play cards or receive visitors until 
midnight tomorrow. The Sheriff 
said he would provide a radio for 
them if they desired it. 

In the barred room are two cots 
covered with black blankets, a ta- 
ble and a few folding chairs.

life by strangulation yesterday in 
his rooms at 808 Illinois avenue. 
His landlady, Mrs. Maude M. Mu- 
lard, said Griggs, who was di- 
vorced, had been despondent since 
hearing of the accident, which re- 
sulted in the deaths of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Hayden, 1017 North 
Ninth street, Bast St. Louis. 
When she found yesterday after- 
noon that Griggs had not left his 
apartment, which contained his of- 


fice, she called her son, Carl, who; 


looked through the transom and 
saw the door was blocked. Police 
were summoned. They forced the 
door and found the body. 

Griggs had attached his beit to 
a towel, tied the towel to a stove 
and fastened the belt about his 
neck. He had been dead several 
hours. 


Griggs, who had been directed to 
appear at a Coroner’s inquest to- 
day, although he did not witness 
the accident, had lent his car to 
Fred Campbell, a former inmate at 
the Federal Reformatory at Chilli- 
cothe, O., where he served a term 
for interstate transportation of a 
stolen automobile. 

Campbell, who is at the St. Clair 
County Hospital, Belleville, recov- 
ering from injuries suffered in the 
accident, hit the automobile con- 
taining the Haydens and their son- 
in-law, Howard P. Hulen, Alton. 

Subsequent investigation disclosed 
that the license on Griggs’ machine 
was issued for another car. Mrs.

The board receives 
$107,000 a year from the State 
toward the cost of the teachers’ 
colleges, for the express purpose 
of training teachers, Gerling dis- 
closed in his address to the board 
that members of the Legislature 
had told him there was an impres- 
sion that the State money was 
being diverted for the instruction 
of non-pedagogical pupils. „ & Ege OER 
$354,000 Operating Cost. . * e 
As a matter of fact, the two col- ＋ 5 
leges cost $354,000 to operate in 
the last fiscal year, of which the 
board paid $247,000 with local 
funds. In the first year of the 
junior departments total cost of 
the colleges was $256,000, Gerling 
said. He will recommend discon- 
tinuing the junior braches at the 
board's September meeting, to save 
about $100,000 a year. Gerling 
said the State money was not be- 
ing diverted, but that he wanted to 
avoid any antagonism. 
Addressing the board on Presi- 
dent Murphy's invitation, the up- 
erintendent declared he had been 
warned the State appropriation 
might be jeopardised when the 
Legislature meets next year.

This was done at the request of 
Aldermen Ellers, Kaufmann and 
Neu, who declared that the pro- 
posed rates, identical with those 
fixed by the Terminal Railroad Aa- 
sociation for use of the Eads 
Bridge, would serve to divert traf- 
fic to the Eads structure and would 


work a hardship on smal) truckers. 


ales Tax Killed, 

By vote of 20 to 6 the Aldermen 
killed the proposal to increase the 
merchants’. and manufacturers’ 
sales tax which would have pro- 
duced about $300,000 for relief ap- 
propriations. 

Aldermen Studt and Neumann 
spoke the measure, which 
would have increased the tax from 
$1 on each $1000 in sales to $1.60. 
They said it would be ane unfair 
burden on businesses already heav- 
ily taxed.

Aldermen 
Eliers, Kuba, Rieflin?, Schwarts 
and William F. Niederivuecke. 

Eilers urged consideration of his 
bill which would tax all vehicles, 
private as well as commercial, 10 
cents for each trip. The bill re- 
ported by the Board's Public Utili- 
ties Committee, of which Alderman 
Wiehe is chairman, would exempt 
private automobiles, but would tan 
commercial vehicles up to 85 cents, 
Dither measure is estimated to 
yield about .§§00,000 annyally for 
relief appropriations. 

Amendment Proposed. 

Alderman Kaufmann proposed 
that the bill reported by the com- 
mittee be amended to provide fer 
a 10-cent tax on private vehicles, 
20 cents on trucks and 36 cents on 
buses, but at the suggestion of 
President Neun no action was tak- 
en and amendments will be con- 
sidered at a public hearing to be 
held tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’ clock. 

A resolution was introduced by 
Alderman Brock, asking the Mayor 
te appoint a committee of five te 
establish commissaries or relief 
depots where food for the unem- 
ployed could be handled in whole- 
sale quantities. The resolution 
terms the policy ot relief agencies 
in obtaining food from retail gro- 
cers wasteful. No action was 
taken.

In the summer I start the circle 
at T a. m. I begin by walking 
some 6 to 10 miles at a fair 
approximately 11 minutes te the 
mile. The object of this walking 
is to get the body loose and sup- 
ple, but it helps at the same time 
partly in the actual running. You 
will see that when you walk such 
a stretch at my speed, you will 
not need to run as much as you 
would otherwise be obliged to do 
without the walk. I am pouring 
with sweat when I get home again, 
have a thorough good wash, and 
then start gymnastics. I have pre- 
peared a special program: Six min- 
utes series of movements tending 
to extend and contract the sinews., 
Then I have a small snac::, gen- 
erally coffee and bread, after which 
I go to the sports grounds, There 
I start with a number of sprints 
for 70 to 120 yards, and after 
that with my watch in my hand 
from one-fourth to the full mile, 
at full apeed. A few minutes’ rest, 
and then I go on the track and 
take two te three miles at an 
easy speed. Then a wash again.

NORWAY TO SEIZE GREENLAND

Oslo Government Acts to Protect Its Whalers 
and Fishermen—Willing to Submit 
Dispute to Hague Court.

OSLO, Norway, July 13:—The

“The occupation is a measure of 
Gefense which Norway has been 
forced to take, Denmark having 
given police authority to its ex- 
peditions to East Greenland this 
year,” said an official statement 
received by the Norsk Telegram 
Bureau, Norwegian News Agency. 

“Since 1814, the Danish state 
has had a trading monopoly in 
West Greenland,” the statement 
continued. ' 

“In later years Danish authori- 
ties have also tried to close this 
country to foreigners, and thus 
prevent whalers and fishermen 
working in the open sea from 
calling at Greenland ports in or- 
der to get a water supply for their 
steam engines or to make repairs. 

“In 1921 Denmark proclaimed 
that the whole of Greenland and 
the uninhabitated no-man's land 
on the east coast of the continent 
were to be closed to foreigners. 

“According to information in 
the Danish press, new Danish ex- 
peditions will be sent to East 
Greenland this summer, one led 
by Knud Rasmussen to the coast 
between Cape Farewell, and Ang- 
magealik, another led by Einar 
Mikkelsen, to the coast between 
Angmagsalik and Scoressy Sound.

BILL ABOLISHING IRISH OATH 
TO KING TO WAIT 18 MONTHS 


At End of That Time It Will Be- 
come Law; England Announces 
Import Duties. 


DUBLIN, Irish Free State, July 
13.—President de Valera’s bill to 
abolish the oath of allegiance to 
King George began today its 1% 
months’ waiting period before it 
can became a law, after a demon- 
stration in the Dall Eirann last 
night that the. President's lines 


were holding firm. 

The Dail rejected the Senate 
amendments to the bill by a vote 
of 71 to 61. With the Dail and 
the Senate in disagreement the bill 
must lie over a year and a half 
before it automatically becomes a 
law, unless there is a general elec- 
tion in the meantime. 

During the debate which pre- 
ceded action by the Dail, De Va- 
lera charged the opposition with 
dishonesty. 

“I accuse the President of being 
a liar,” retorted Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, former Minister of Defense, 
‘as he leaped to his feet. 

From London the British Gov- 
ernment announced that the special 
Irish import duties would become 
effective Monday, levying 4 20 per 
cent ad valorem tax on 
poultry, game, butter, eggs, cream, 
bacon and pork, the principal Free 
State exports to Great Britain. 

The duties are intended to re- 
imburse Britain for the $11,000,- 
000 in Irish land annuities which 
De Valera has refused to pay.

It would be better to put in the six-hour day and 
the five-day week, and to forego the abnormal profits 
which so inequitably distributed the wealth of the 
nation, than to accept the present situation and try 
to raise money every time the unemployed need 
bread. 

Unless we have such an absorption, the situation 
in St. Louis will grow still worse. In the last crisis 
drive, the greater part of the money raised was se- 
cured from salaried people and wage earners. Prac 
tically all of these people have suffered salary and 
wage reductions since that drive was conducted. They 
are not able to do more than they are doing. 

What about industry? Why not have an organised 
survey of all industry in the St. Louis district, and 
arouse industrialists to a realization of their respon- 
sibility? Unless we do that, we are going into the 
next winter blindfolded.
